Bridgend man (79) is 
jailed for causing 
death of motor-cyclist 


A 79-year-old local 
motorist has been 
jailed for eight 
months at Cardiff 
Crown Court for 
causing the death of 
a motor-cyclist, by 
driving directly in his 
path at a busy road 
junction in Bridgend. 

Seconds later, Cardiff 


Crown Court heard, 
Harold Johnston pan¬ 
icked and drove away - 
over the foot of the dying 
19-year-old Adam Lee. 

Johnston returned to 
his home in nearby 
Maes-y-Felin and 

attempted to commit sui¬ 
cide. 

Johnston had pleaded 
guilty before Vale

Magistrates of causing 
the death of Mr Lee by 
driving without due care 
and failing to stop after 
an accident, and had been 
committed to the Crown 
Court for sentence. 

Prosecutor David 



Thomas said that on 
November 13, at about 
4.45pm, Suzanne Davies 
was driving with her son 
and niece towards the 
Coity Castle pub in 
Bridgend. Driving the 
car in front of her, in a 
Peugeot 206, was the 
defendant. 

Mrs Davies became 
concerned because he 
veered to the right on a 
number of occasions, and 
went round blind bends 
on the wrong side of the 
road. 

His speed was fairly 
low. 

At a T-junction with 
Quarella Road, Johnston 
stopped but as he turned 
right, she saw a motorcy¬ 
clist approaching with 
his headlights on. 

Johnston revved his 
engine and travelled into 
the road. 

Mrs Davies shouted: 
“Oh my God” as the 
motor cycle went into the 
midsection of the 
Peugeot. 

The family tried to 
assist Mr Lee, and her 
son, a nurse, adminis¬ 
tered first aid. 

He said the motorcy¬ 
clist had tried an emer¬ 
gency stop but “had 
nowhere to go”. 

Johnston got out of the 
car and in a state of 
panic, returned to the 
vehicle. 

Mrs Davies shouted: 


“Don’t you move”, but 
he drove off - with his 
car going over Mr Lee’s 
right foot. 

The view from the 
junction to the approach¬ 
ing motor-cycle was 75 
metres and Johnston 
would have been able to 
see him for up to 5.6 sec¬ 
onds. 

Mr Lee was taken to 
the Princess of Wales 
Hospital with severe 
head injuries, had a car¬ 
diac arrest, and died 
shortly after. 

Later, Mr Lee’s father 
said his son had been fit 
and well, and in good 
spirits. 

The police went to 
Johnston’s home and 
found him in a state of 
shock. There was exten¬ 
sive damage to his car. A 
breathalyser test was 
negative. 

The court was told that 
he claimed he saw noth¬ 
ing at the junction and 
drove away because he 
was frightened. He asked 
how the motor-cyclist 
was. 

He also said he was 
receiving chemotherapy 
for a serious condition 
and taking Tamazepam. 
It was, he added, his first 
accident in 45 years of 
driving.

Blaze destroys local 
junior school building 


STAFF at a local school have 
been praised for the speed with 
which they evacuated pupils 
after a major blaze broke out. 

The fire started in the junior 
block at Bettws Primary School on 
Tuesday (June 19). 

All 219 pupils were safely evacu¬ 
ated and sent home. The building 
was burnt to a shell. 

A spokesman for Bridgend 
County Borough Council (BCBC) 
said: “Understandably, this has 
been an upsetting incident for all 
pupils, and staff and council officers 
are arranging support for those chil¬ 
dren who need it. 

“The junior block has been 
destroyed by the blaze. It appears 
the nursery, infants and Flying Start 
buildings are undamaged.” 
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The school was open to pupils 
yesterday (Wednesday) to give them 
an opportunity to receive any sup¬ 
port that was needed. 

The spokesman continued: “We 
are now working to see how pupils 
can be accommodated until the end 
of the summer term, so that their 
education continues with as little 
disruption as possible. 

“The council is grateful for the 
prompt response of school staff and 
the emergency services.” 

The area around the school was 
affected by thick, black smoke, and 
residents were advised to close their 
windows and doors. 

Matt Jones from the Fire Service 
said that the fire was accidental, and 
had been caused by a table fan over¬ 
heating and catching fire.

“When it happened, 
my company 
Downwood Film 
Productions was produc¬ 
ing a film for the RNLI 
about lifeboats, and I 
decided that my next 
film should be about the 
danger of playing in or 
near the sea, with its 
powerful tidal currents. 

“I put forward a sce¬ 
nario for the film, which 
was to show three cau¬ 
tionary tales linked by a 
large colourful beach 
ball, and the production 
received some assis¬ 
tance from Ogwr 
Borough Council, the 


predecessor of Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council, and it was also 
supported by the Royal 
Life Saving Society UK, 
which was instrumental 
in distributing the film 
around the United 
Kingdom on its release. 

“Three of our local 
lifeguard clubs, one at 
Ogmore-by-Sea and two 
in Porthcawl, took part 
in the staging the film’s 
scenes. 

“That was over 20 
years ago, and the film 
has probably been out of 
circulation for some 
time, but although some 
of the scenes may now 
appear slightly dated, 
the message that it puts 
across is just as relevant 
today. 

“It’s a short film, just 
over 10 minutes long. 
Since appearing on 
Youtube, it has already 
had a good number of 
viewings, so hopefully, 
it will help to reinforce 
a vitally-important mes¬ 
sage: treat the sea with 
great respect, always 
obey warning signs, and 
listen to the advice of 
local lifeguards.”

two month’s curfew 
from 9pm to 6am, 
involving electronic 
tagging, and to carry 
out 200 hours unpaid 
work.

Shortly after, there 
was a verbal alterca¬ 
tion and Mr Pritchard 
was attacked. 

He was taken to the 
Princess of Wales 
Hospital and treated 
for abrasions and 
swellings, and now 
feels anxious about 
going out and socialis¬ 
ing. 

Both men were said 
to have no previous 
convictions.

have astonished him: 
“The figure that I have 
been given for the period 
since 2008 amounts to 
£1.1 million - money 
paid in by Bridgend 
council taxpayers to 
cover the extra costs 
involved when staff are 
allowed to draw their 
pensions early. 

“Apart from paying 
out longer for such peo¬ 
ple, the pension fund also 
gets fewer payments 
made into it. That’s why 
pension companies now 
demand ‘pension strain’ 
payments from coun¬ 
cils.” 

Mr Davies was told 
that over the past four 
years, the council has 
granted early retirement 
to 52 employees. 
Pension strain payments 
are made when that 
retirement occurs. 

Mr Davies asked if 
staff were still being 


allowed to retire early 
with full pensions. He 
was told that this is only 
permitted following the 
presentation of a busi¬ 
ness case to the council’s 
Voluntary Redundancy 
and Early Retirement 
panel. 

Mr Davies said: 
“There are obviously 
cases where people retire 
early on health grounds 
and where it may be 
appropriate to allow 
them to draw their full 
pensions. 

“However, local gov¬ 
ernment is now facing a 
massive pensions black 
hole of billions because 
of the generous pension 
schemes which have 
operated in the past. 

“There have been 
occasions within some 
local authorities where 
people were bought off 
by being offered early 
retirement with enhanced 


pensions. 

“Unfortunately, the 
rest of us are having to 
pay for this through our 
council taxes, which are 
being used increasingly 
to cover contributions 
into the local government 
pension fund. 

“I think it is now glar¬ 
ingly obvious that such 
arrangements are no 
longer affordable and 
that council employees 
must move into the real 
world - and I am afraid 
that means working 
longer and contributing 
more as individuals to 
pension schemes. 

“The days of the gold 
plated public sector pen¬ 
sions are well and truly 
over.” 

The GEM asked 
BCBC to comment but, at 
the time of going to press, 
no response had been 
received.

Police appeal 
after young man 
is airlifted to 
Cardiff hospital 



WALES Air Ambulance’s 
Swansea-based helicopter was 
called to a 17-year-old man with 
head injuries on the A48 between 
Cowbridge and Bridgend on 
Sunday, 

A police spokesman stated: “At 
approximately 2.20pm on Sunday, 

June 17, a road traffic collision 
occurred on the A48 at the Colwinston 
junction, near the bus request stop. 

“A black coloured Eiat 500 motor 
car was in collision with a male 
pedestrian, who sustained serious 
injuries as a result of the collision.” 

Wales Air Ambulance’s HEMS 
paramedics were quickly on the scene 
and began to treat the patient, before 
taking him to the specialist head trau¬ 
ma unit in Cardiff s University 
Hospital, Wales. 

“The transfer to hospital took just 
eight minutes, delivering the patient to 
the best possible care as quickly as 
possible, helping to increase his 


chance of a good recovery,” said 
Wales Air Ambulance operations man¬ 
ager, Jason Williams. 

“Road traffic collisions make up 
around 40 per cent of Wales Air 
Ambulance’s missions. 

“This is due to the fact that they 
often result in severe injuries which 
require fast, specialist medical atten¬ 
tion. 

“The helicopters are able to get a 
critical patient to the specialist trauma 
units.” 

South Wales police are asking any 
person who witnessed the collision,

SENTENCE FOR 
DRUGS DEALER 


A DRUGS dealer 
who was said to be 
at the “lower end of 
street dealing”, has 
been jailed for two 
years at Cardiff 
Crown Court.

McLennon, 42, of 
Morfa Street, Bridgend, 
pleaded guilty to charges 
of supplying cocaine, 
offering to supply drugs, 
supplying wraps of 
drugs, and possessing 
cocaine. 

He also admitted two 
charges of abstracting 
electricity. 

Recorder Peter Rouch 


told him: “Anyone who 
involves themselves in 
the distribution of class A 
drugs must expect a cus¬ 
todial sentence. I accept 
you were at the lower end 
of street dealing, but you 
were offering to supply 
cocaine.” 

McLennon’s counsel, 
Meirion Davies, said:

about cocaine. 

He said: “I don’t do it 
myself, but I know some¬ 
one who has some.” 

Shortly after, he 
passed the officer a 
“line” of cocaine on a 
£10 note. On another 
date, he offered to supply 
drugs in the same pub. 
He said he could obtain 
cocaine, but no actual 
supply took place. 

The court was told 
that, on three other days, 
McLennon offered to 
supply cocaine. On one 
occasion, he supplied a 
substance after money 
was handed over which 
was not that drug. 

He was arrested, 
claimed he was not sup¬ 
plying drugs and chal¬ 
lenged the identification 
made of him by the offi¬ 
cers. 

The police later dis¬ 
covered McLennon had 
been living in 
Mackworth Street, 
Bridgend, and had ille¬ 
gally bypassed an elec¬ 
tricity meter to obtain 
power. 

“The method was 
extremely dangerous and 
there was a risk of fire 
being caused,” said Mr 
Elias. 

McLennon denied 
being responsible and 
said he had been stitched 
up. 

The loss of revenue 
and the damage caused 
came to £700. 

He was said to have 
previous convictions for 
robbery, possessing 
cannabis, causing griev¬ 
ous bodily harm with 
intent, and abstracting 
electricity. 

Mr Davies said: “He 
was actually only supply¬ 
ing a very small amount 
of drugs. He was acting 
as a middle man with 
others who stored the 
drugs.”

Legends of the Solstice 


Summer Solstice 
THE Midsummer festival 
of Summer Solstice is full 
of intrigue as its ancient 
rituals, traditions and leg¬ 
ends certainly have mys¬ 
tery surrounding them. 

Originally, a Pagan and 
Christian festival celebrated 
between June 20-24, it was June 
21 which was calculated to be the 
longest day and shortest night of 
the year. 

Solstice means ‘sun stands 
still’ in Latin. Since the sun 
appears to be idle in the sky, the 
occasion was described as the 
‘Eestival of Madness and Love’ 
because of the power of nature’s 
cycle of the sun and universe. 

The celebration of 
Midsummer’s Eve (the Eve of 
John the Baptist’s birthday) was 
an ancient event where the sum¬ 
mer plants were picked at dawn 
because they contained healing 
powers, and bonfires were lit to 
ward off evil spirits. Also called 
Litha and the Eeast of St Peter, it 
marks where the sun tilts on its 
axis to its maximum strength. 

During Neolithic times, the 
lunar calendar was followed and 
the beginning of daytime with the 
sun rising at dawn began as a cel¬ 
ebration. 

During the 7th Century, St 
Eligius forbade Christian and 
Pagan religions to perform 
Summer Solstice rites, dancing, 
leaping or chanting as he deemed 
all merriment of this kind to be 
evil. However, the celebrations 
then changed to mark St John’s 
day and the merriment was ban¬ 
ished. 

The 13 th Century monk of 
Winchcombe spoke of boy rev¬ 


ellers who would collect bones 
and other rubbish to bum on bon¬ 
fires to drive away dragons, 
which were thought to poison 
springs and wells. 

During the 15 th Century, peo¬ 
ple celebrated Midsummer by 
visiting places of worship 
equipped with candles to pray all 
night long. But this changed dra¬ 
matically when feasting, singing, 
dancing and pure lechery took 
over, thus turning Holy devotion 
into sin. 

Around 1498, the performing 
of plays with costume clothing 
and colourful parades had 
become popular customs, until 
they too were banned in 1675. 

Today, the prehistoric monu¬ 
ment of Stonehenge is the popular 
location most associated with wit¬ 
nessing Summer Solstice, where 
people gather to observe dawn 
arriving. The volcanic bluestones 
are thought to have originated 
from Wales, 160 miles away from 
the ancient landmark. 

It is not known how they were 
transported such a long distance 
by hand, but the eeriness of their 
existence is still captivating and 
full of intrigue. 

In Wales, Summer Solstice is 
called Gwyl Ifan or Gwyl Ifan 
Ganol Haf, which is the feast of 
St John the Evangelist. The occa¬ 
sion included agricultural fairs, 
dancing and banqueting. 

Bonfires were also lit to ward 
off evil spirits, with folk dances 
performed around them. These 
celebratory rituals died out during 
the 19th Century. 

Legendary practices were per¬ 
formed during ancient times 
where fires lit on the hillside were 
very popular, and creatures of the 
land were blessed with fire. 


They were not used as sacri¬ 
fices, but were guided through the 
fire in a sun-wise direction as ges¬ 
tures of good luck. 

Other traditions included 
jumping high through fire to cal¬ 
culate the height of the forthcom¬ 
ing harvest. The date was also 
marked as the veil between the 
earth and the spirit world beyond 
is at its thinnest, and that power¬ 
ful entities would enter our 
atmosphere. 

Vigils would be held on the 
night of June 20 and would focus 
on driving away these demons. 

The sacred site of the vigil was 
believed to give positive powers 
to all who think pure thoughts. 
Those who failed in this quest 
became utterly mad, dead or spir¬ 
ited away by the fairies. 

Wheels of fire were rolled 
down the hillside to represent the 
sun’s power, and witches were 
believed to meet with phantoms at 
dawn on June 21 to cast their evil 
magic across the land. 

Another practice involved 
placing fresh flowers under pil¬ 
lows to signify important and 
pleasant dreams, particularly of 
love. Elowers and herbs were 
also hung on doors and windows 
and placed with the ashes from 
the simmering bonfires onto the 
hearth for protection against 
wickedness. 

With witches dispatching their 
spells of evil, and fairies kidnap¬ 
ping the weak, could Summer 
Solstice hide a multitude of cus¬ 
toms now buried in our past? 

Eact or fiction? Only you can 
decide...

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PUPILS BRAVE PORTHCAWL STORMS 
TO TACKLE ‘MOUNTAIN’ CHARITY WALK

PUPILS from West 
park Primary 
School in 

Porthcawl, braved 
the stormy weather 
last week - to com¬ 
plete a long walk in 
aid of a local chari¬ 
ty- 

It came about 
because the pupils 
have been helping a 
local fundraising 
group over the last two 
years - a group which 
works to raise funds 
for a cause close to the 
heart of the school. 

‘Tim Velinmanjaro’ 
is a group of eight 
friends, most of whom 
are members of 
Newton Lifeguard 
club. 

In February 2010, 
we decided to take on 
a challenge to raise 
money for Velindre 
Cancer Centre, and 
chose to climb 
Kilimanjaro. 

So that all the 
money raised was 
given to Velindre, we 
opted to self fund the 
trip - from flights and 
the trek to equipment 


and vaccinations. 

In fact, it was a 
pupil at the school 
who named the group. 
‘Tim’ is the Welsh for 
team, and 

‘Velinmanjaro’ com¬ 
bines Velinder and 
Kilimanjaro! 

Our initial fundrais¬ 
ing target was 
£20,000, and currently 
it stands at just over 
£34,000. We plan to 
use the money to buy 
vital equipment or 
sponsor a cancer nurse 
for the centre. 

Along the way, we 
have made many new 
friends who have 
helped us, including 
West Park Primary 
School. 

During the summer 
term in 2011, the 
school organised a 
sponsored walk cover¬ 
ing the equivalent dis¬ 
tance up and down 
Kilimanjaro, and the 
event raised a stagger¬ 
ing £4,008. 

This year the school 
was struck by tragedy 
as a second well-loved 
teacher and respected 
colleague lost their life 


to cancer. 

To honour these 
staff members, it was 
decided to repeat the 
sponsored walk. 

On June 14, a bright 
and breezy Thursday 
morning, more than 
200 pupils, and 24 
teachers and volun¬ 
teers set off. 

After a lap around 
the school field, the 
group turned left out 
of the school to follow 
West Road, turning in 
to the lane towards the 
Rest Home and up on 
to the new Coastal 
path, affectionately 
nicknamed ‘The 
Yellow Brick Road’. 

The walk continued 
along the sea front to 
the Hi Tide. Along the 
way, route markers 
told the pupils when 
they had walked the 
distance of varying 
mountain peaks 
including Snowdon, 
Ben Nevis and Mount 
Olympus. 

Upon reaching the 
Hi Tide, the pupils had 
‘walked Kilimanjaro’. 
A big thank you goes 
to Fran, Geoff and all

the staff in the Hi Tide 
who gave a warm wel¬ 
come to all, with 
refreshments and a 
well earned lunch 
stop. 

After lunch, and a 
big group photograph, 
they retraced their 
steps back up towards 


Rest Bay, where the 
infants from the school 
were waiting in the 
wind and rain to greet 
their fellow pupils. 

As the school were 
all together, a few well 
chosen school songs 
were sang in memory 
of those that were 


sadly no longer with 
them. 

By this point, the 
weather had taken a 
turn for the worse so 
the final walk back to 
the school was certain¬ 
ly quicker and wetter 
than the way down! 

All those who took 


part in the event were 
asked to wear some¬ 
thing pink (two men in 
tutus were spotted!). 

The sea of pink was 
a sight to behold and a 
fitting tribute to all 
those fighting cancer. 

Thank you to all 
those teachers, parents. 


friends, family and 
pupils who made the 
event a success.

OPERATION BEE RESCUE 
FROM FALLEN DOVE COTE! 


VARIATION is certainly the theme of the 
past few weeks; we are now well into June 
and regular checks on the hives here at 
Fonmon, have helped me to minimise swarm¬ 
ing. 

However, one hive has swarmed and they went 
into a bait hive I had hung in a nearby tree, they are 
now safely installed in another empty hive on site. 

A multitude of swarm calls has been the lot of 
Barbara Chick and I of late, some easy to collect 
and some not so easy. 

These have ranged from the face of a wall, and 
to brushing some from ornamental ironwork rail¬ 
ings using a paintbrush. 

One lot of bees in particular (not a swarm) pre¬ 
sented me with quite a task. These bees inhabited a 
dove cote and have done so for some years, I have 
retrieved swarms from their locality several times 
in the past, but this time it was not a swarm it was 
the dove cote that had toppled from its stand and 
crashed to the floor spreading bees and comb all in 
a heap. Fortunately, it was raining and this helped 
to keep the bees in a cluster and not flying about. 
What to do? 

My solution was to place a brood box alongside 
the cluster of bees, then I selected from the heap 
three pieces of comb covered in bees and placed 
them inside my box, by standing them upright 
between several frames the bees on these pieces of 
comb could access decent honeycomb and some 
semblance of hive order was achieved. 

Immediately, bees started to enter the new box 
(hive) and my task was easier now. 

The rain was still with me and the bees, it 
seemed, wanted to be out of it. Next I added a 
crown board (top cover) onto the top of the rain 
exposed box but, instead of placing it correctly and 
sealing the box I drew it back at least 15mm to 
allow bees to enter through the top of the box as 
well as in by the front entrance. 

By this time thousands of bees were on and 
around the box but much honeycomb and bees 
were still on the floor exposed to the elements. 

To accommodate the rest of the honeycomb and 
bees, I had to add another box to the top of the 
existing one and sit it on top of the cover board, to 
allow bees to emerge from this top box if they 
wished to do so to get to the lower box I had to 
place a slip of wood under one comer, so creating a 
gap between the edge of the added box and the 
existing crown board. 


This top box was covered with several sheets of 
newspaper with deliberate slits cut into it so that 
bees could emerge from the top through the paper if 
they so wished and to enter the lower box that was 
hopefully housing the queen. A metal grid kept the 
paper in place and let the bees through. 

This completed the first stage of the rescue; I left 
the bees to it and on returning at 8pm, all of the 
bees were indeed in their temporary new home. 

(Still raining) Apart from the rain, the real reason 
for the bees to enter the box was because the queen 
was in there and she emits a Pheromone that holds 
them as a unit. 

When bees do swarm it is that chemical message 
(Pheromone) that enables them to stay as a group 
until a new home is found. It must be said that 
many, many dead bees were cmshed between the 
collapsed honeycombs much as people are cmshed 
when an earthquake causes their homes to collapse. 

The Dovecote bees are now sited at Fonmon, 
still in their two box temporary home. Over the 
next week they will be eased into a correctly 
assembled hive. 

So, while most people were watching TV and 
hoping to see the Queen of the realm, I was watch¬ 
ing a mass of bees and hoping to see the queen of 
the hive Handling swarms is just part of a bee¬ 
keepers year, and as swarming is a natural element 
of a bees life cycle I will I know get much more 
practice before the year is out.

‘Hands off 
the Dragoon 
Guards!’ - mp 


BRIDGEND MP, 
Madeleine Moon, has 
met with a group of 
60 Queen’s Dragoon 
Guards veterans at 
Westminster, who 
are campaigning to 
save their regiment. 

Wales’ only armoured 
regiment is facing an 
uncertain future as it is 
being considered for 
amalgamation with other 
regiments as part of 
defence cutbacks. 

The Queen’s Dragoon 
Guards has been 
involved in every major 
operation since the end 
of the Second World War, 
most recently in 
Afghanistan. 

The MP reported: “I 
was delighted to meet 
veterans of the regiment 
who have given up their 
time to come to London 
and lobby ministers as 
part of their campaign. I 


hope their commitment 
to the cause of the regi¬ 
ment will persuade 
Ministers to leave the 
regiment alone. 

“It appears that the 
regiment is being target¬ 
ed because the Prime 
Minister wants to avoid 
any move that would 
affect Scottish regiments 
which would impact on 
the referendum.” 

“The only reason the 
regiment is being consid¬ 
ered for amalgamation is 
that it escaped last time. 
The plan to amalgamate 
it simply does not make 
any sense. Nine per cent 
of army recruits come 
from Wales and the 
Regiment retains strong 
links with Wales. 

“If the regiment is 
amalgamated, Welsh 
youngsters will no longer 
be able to join an 
armoured regiment,” she 
pointed out.

Mr Thomas said the impact on the 
lives of Mr Lee’s family had been 
“astronomical”. 

Tim Evans, his counsel, said: “He 
was the first to appreciate how their 
lives had been affected, and is very 
sorry because he knows what it is to 
lose a daughter. His heart goes out to 
them.” 

Mr Evans said Mr Johnston had 
considered taking his own life after 
tying a tie to a bannister. 

“That is how deeply he feels.” 

Eollowing a serious operation, he 
had not been told not to drive, though 
that was not an excuse. 

Mr Evans said that with hindsight, 
he should not have been in the car. 

“Prison will be a nightmare for 
him.” 

Judge Rhys Rowlands said a serious 
aspect of the case was that Johnston 
drove away over Mr Lee’s body. 

“I have no doubt the tragic events 


will live with you for the rest of your 
life, but it is a burden you will have to 
bear.” 

He added: “It was an accident 
which should never have happened, 
and could have been so easily avoid¬ 
ed.” 

His guilt, he said, was as nothing 
compared to the loss to Mr Lee’s fam¬ 
ily. 

Johnston, he said, was not concen¬ 
trating as required and pulled out into 
the path of Mr Lee. 

Mr Lee, he said, had years of life 
ahead of him and nothing he could say 
and no sentence he could pass would 
reflect the loss to his family. 

“I am afraid, despite everything, the 
sentence will have to be an immediate 
one.” 

He disqualified Johnston for driving 
for five years, and Johnston looked 
bemused as he was led to the cells. 

The judge paid tribute to Mr Lee’s 
family for the dignified way they 
behaved in court.

A regional AM has 
sent an urgent let¬ 
ter to health chiefs 
asking about the 
future of the emer¬ 
gency department 
at the Princess of 
Wales Hospital.

NHS doctors claim 
‘pension strike’ is 
matter of principle 


AS The GEM was 
going to press, NHS 
doctors were 

preparing for a 24 - 
hour strike sched¬ 
uled for today, 
Thursday, June 21. 

The dispute between 
the Government and doc¬ 
tors relates to pension 
arrangements. 

John Jenkins, the sen¬ 
ior public affairs officer 
at BMA Cymru Wales 
insisted that doctors had 
voted in favour of strike 
action because it was a 
point of principle. 

In an open letter to 
The GEM, Mr Jenkins 
explained: 

“On June 21, doctors 
across Wales will be 
involved in a day of 
industrial action to pro¬ 
tect the pensions of NHS 
staff. Why are they doing 
this? 

“In 2008, the BMA 
and the UK Government 
came to an amicable and 
sensible agreement 
which can be found in the 
Commons library. 

“In the NHS scheme, it 
was agreed that the 
employer contribution

should be capped at or 
just above 14 per cent 
until 2016, and at 14 per 
cent after that. 

“Should there be an 
increase in cost employ¬ 
ers will pick up the first 
part through an increase 
in contributions up to 
14.2 per cent. Any further 
increase would have to 
be met by employees 
either through contribu¬ 
tion increases or benefit 
changes. 

“In other words - 
there would be no cost 
whatsoever to the tax¬ 
payer. If there was a 
shortfall, NHS employees 
would top it up - not the 
taxpayer. 

“Unlike the present 
government, the NHS 
pension scheme is not 
under pressure. Indeed, it 
is £7billion in credit. In 
fact, it already hands 
over £2billion a year to 
the Treasury. 

“But the government 
wants to milk it even fur¬ 
ther.

agreement four years 
ago, doctors are now told 
that the government is 
tearing up this agreement 
and refusing to negotiate. 

“It means that new 
entrants into the profes¬ 
sion will have to work 
until they are 68 and con¬ 
tribute even more of their 
salary to the pension 
fund so that the 
Government can take 
more out. 

“It is 40 years since 
doctors felt so strongly 
about an issue that they 
took such action. This is 
a matter of principle and 
a matter of honour, and 
standing up for one’s 
principles is an hon¬ 
ourable one. ” 

Doctors say they will 
provide ‘urgent and 
emergency care’ where 
treatment cannot be safe¬ 
ly postponed. It is the 
first time doctors have 
taken strike action since 
1975. 

The Health Secretary, 
Andrew Lansley, insisted 
that reform of pensions 
was essential as a conse¬ 
quence of people living 
longer and pointed out 
that the NHS pension 
scheme was one of the 
best available. 

“The public will not 
understand or sympathise 
with the BMA’s call for 
industrial action over 
their pensions. 

“People know that 
pension reform is needed 
as people live longer and 
to be fair in future for 
everyone. 

“We have been clear 
that the NHS pension 
scheme is, and will 
remain, one of the best 
available anywhere. 

“Every doctor within 
10 years of retirement 
will receive the pension 
they expected, when they 
expected. 

“Today’s newly quali¬ 
fied doctor who works to 
65 will get the same pen¬ 
sion as the average con¬ 
sultant retiring today 
would receive at 60 - the 
BMA have already 
accepted a pension age of 
65. 

“If doctors choose to 
work to 68 then they 
could expect to receive a 
larger pension of 
£68,000,” he added.

Health Board, which runs 
health services in the 
area. 

She said: “We know 
that changes are afoot, 
mainly as a result of the 
Welsh Labour 

Government’s cata¬ 
strophic decision to cut 
£1 billion from the health 
budget. 

“It is causing huge dif¬ 
ficulties for health 
boards, who are also 
under greater pressure 
from a growing popula¬ 
tion and an ageing one. 

“Wales’s long-stand¬ 
ing inability to recruit 
consultants is forcing 
centralisation on an 
unprecedented scale.” 

A spokeswoman for 
the ABMU Trust said: 
“We are reviewing how 
we provide all our servic¬ 
es in response to the 
Welsh Government’s 
vision for NHS Wales 
‘Together for Health’. 

“In addition, six

icine services across the 
whole of south Wales. ” 

The spokeswoman did 
agree, however, that a 
shortage of emergency 
medicine doctors was a 
factor in any changes that 
are being considered. 

She continued.- “No 
decisions have been 
made about these servic¬ 
es. However, it is clear 
we cannot support as 
many 24/7 emergency 
medicine services in 
Wales as there are at the 
moment, for the reasons 
set out in Professor 
Marcus Langley's paper: 
‘The national case for 
change’, and in the 
leaflet sent by us to all 
households in Bridgend 
recently. 

“There is a crisis in 
recruitment in emergency 
medicine across the UK, 
and we know that some 
outcomes could be 
improved for patients by 
redesigning how services 
are provided. We wish to 
provide services that are 
sustainable, safe and 
comparable with the 
best. 

“ABMU will receive 
the recommendations of 
the 170 clinicians 
involved in the south 
Wales programme in 
July, and will then share 
our thoughts about 
options for the future of 
all our services, includ¬ 
ing emergency services, 
with staff and the public. 

“We will consider all 
comments at the end of 
September and then pro¬ 
duce a plan for the 
Minister that reflects 
those views in October.

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Young poets find inspiration at beauty spot

Schoolchildren from 
six primary schools in 
Glamorgan have been 
exploring the wildlife 
living on their 
doorstep. 

In the coming weeks, 
back in the classroom, the 
pupils will re-capture 
their experiences through 
poetry, which they will 
present at this year’s 
National Eisteddfod in 
the Vale. 

More than 100 pupils 
joined the Vale’s country¬ 
side rangers to explore 
the wonders of 
Porthkerry Country Park 
and Cosmeston Lake 
Country Park. 

The ‘nature of our 
community’ poetry proj¬ 
ect is organised by the 
Countryside Council for 
Wales and the National 
Eisteddfod with help 
from the Vale Council. 

The primary schools 
taking part are Ysgol lolo 
Morganwg in 

Co wbridge ; Y sgol 
Gymraeg Pen-y-Garth in 
Penarth; Ysgol Gymraeg 
Sant Baruc, Ysgol 
Gymraeg Sant Curig and 
Ysgol Gymraeg Gwaun y 
Nant in Barry. 

Over the coming 
weeks, renowned Welsh 
poet and broadcaster 
Caryl Parry Jones will be 
visiting the schools to 
help children shape their 
experiences at Porthkerry 
and Cosmeston into 
poems. 

She said : “I’m really 


looking forward to the 
weeks ahead, helping the 
children interpret their 
thoughts and feelings 
about their local country¬ 
side and coast through 
poetry. It’s a great way to 
build children’s confi¬ 
dence.” 

Some of the children 
explored the coast at 
Porthkerry - some of 
their poems will be pub¬ 
lished on the website of 
the new Wales Coast Path 
as part of celebrating its 
opening. 

According to Mel 
Stewart Countryside 
Ranger for Porthkerry 
Country Park: “In the 
Vale’s Country Parks you 
get a real sense of peace, 
being surrounded by and 
immersed in nature - 
something that’s so 
important to our health 
and wellbeing in today’s 
busy world. 

“At Porthkerry, the 
children concentrated on 
the coast, where they 
took a look at the beach 
by making pictures using 
materials they found 
there, including pebbles, 
seaweed and sticks. 

“They used sweep nets 
to investigate what bugs 
live in the long grass near 
the beach. The children 
managed to catch grass 
hoppers, crickets, frog 
hoppers, soldier beetles 
and one brave child even 
caught a bumble bee! 

“We hope the trip 
inspired the children by 


giving them first hand 
experience of nature on 
their doorstep.” 

When the Eisteddfod 
arrives in the Vale this 
August, the children will 
be among the first per¬ 
formers - giving readings 
of their poems in the 
Literature Tent (Sunday, 
August 5, 12.45pm). 

After hearing the chil¬ 
dren read their work 
aloud. Eisteddfod-goers 
will hopefully be inspired 
to visit Porthkerry coun¬ 
try parks and other fan¬ 
tastic nature sites in the as 
well.

Will Ferrell’s 
Mexican comedy 
translates well 


F ans ofwm 

Ferrell 
haven’t had 
much to cheer 
about lately. 

Sure, there is the 
promise of a second out¬ 
ing for Ron Burgundy in 
the Anchorman sequel, 
but Ferrell has failed to 
light up the big screen, 
with the likes of 
Everything Must Go and 
The Other Guys only 
sporadically hitting the 
heights. 

That could all change 
with Casa De Mi Padre, 
a Spanish-language com¬ 
edy that sees Ferrell play 
Armando, who is forced 
to go up against 
Mexico’s most feared 
drug lord (Gael Garcia 
Bernal) when his 
father’s ranch is threat¬ 
ened by the return of his 
brother (Diego Luna); 
will Armando have the 
‘cojones’ to stand up to 
him and avert disaster 
for the family... 

Mexican soap operas 
have been a figure of fun 
in America for many 
years; the over (or even 
under) acting, wobbly 
sets and ludicrous plots 
poked fun at by the likes 
of Friends. 

Will Ferrell was hard¬ 
ly the sort of person who 
would come along and 
try to point out the seri¬ 
ousness of them, and as 
a result Casa De Mi 
Padre is a film that fol¬ 
lows the template whol¬ 
ly, the film feeling like a 
big screen incarnation 
knowingly played for 
laughs. 

Whether it makes you 
laugh or not is depen¬ 
dant upon how much 
you like Ferrell as a 
comedic performer - and 
how much you buy into 
the film’s sensibility. 

If, like me, you rate 
Ferrell and give yourself 
over to the ludicrousness 
and heightened sensibili¬ 
ty of it all, then there is 
plenty of fun to be had. 

Ferrell is always at his 
best playing the inno¬ 
cent, and here he is that, 
the character of 
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Armando - a simple 
man unaware of the dan¬ 
gers of the outside 
world, in particular the 
world of drugs - instead 
he is a happy rancher, 
hurled headlong into this 
dangerous world upon 
the return of his brother. 

With a deadpan deliv¬ 
ery, and it must be said a 
huge degree of credit to 
pull off a performance in 
a foreign language, 
Ferrell is good value for 
money, allowing the 
comedy of the genre to 
dominate, his perform¬ 
ance helping the film 
along greatly. 

Support from Diego 
Luna and Gael Garcia 
Bernal (not particularly 
known for their comedic 
turns) is solid, the pair 
cleverly mining laughter 
from the smallest things, 
and much like Ferrell, 
playing it straight for 
best efect. 

Genesis Rodriguez as 
the token love interest 
shows a flair for laugh¬ 
ter, hinting that she is 
more than just another 


attractive woman pushed 
to the forefront for looks 
rather than ability (sorry, 
Megan Fox). 

Andrew Steele’s script 
is a low-key delight, 
pinging in several direc¬ 
tions but maintaining the 
humour throughout, with 
several psychedelic 
sequences (in particular 
a talking white leopard) 
coming from leftfield 
and, while not wholly 
faithful to the genre, 
causing the biggest 
laughs. 

In the director’s chair, 
first-timer Matt 
Piedmont (a veteran of 
Ferrell and McKay’s 
Funny Or Die website) 
makes a good stab, using 
the hallmarks of 
Mexican soaps to good 
comedic effect. 

Whether it’s the won¬ 
derful use of fake horses 
or painted backdrops, 
and even the Bond-esque 
opening credits (with 
theme song sung by 
Christina Aguilera), 
Piedmont shows plenty 
of potential with a strong 
comedic sensibility. 

Certainly the film is 
somewhat throwaway, 
and even for Ferrell is 
probably more of a stop¬ 
gap than standout effort, 
but as a curio it is most 
definitely worth check¬ 
ing out. 

It is probably a lot 
better than you would 
expect it to be; Casa De 
Mi Padre is unlikely to 
end up being your 
favourite Will Ferrell 
film but will be probably 
the most intriguing! 

VERDICT; Acuri 
ous and interesting 
detour for Will Ferrell, 
Casa De Mi Padre is 
humorous deconstruction 
of Mexican soap opera 
without relying to heavi¬ 
ly on spoof. 

Good performances, 
script and direction 
make this an above-aver¬ 
age film that, comedic 
sensibility-dependent, 
will most certainly 
amuse. Enjoyable.

We reminded our¬ 
selves that in this context 
an experienced user can 
feel a beginner in a dif¬ 
ferent area of computing. 

This applied to the use 
of eBay and shopping 
on-line generally. The 
excellent evening on the 
topic will be expanded 
and repeated by request. 
Other candidates for 
increased interest were 
digital photography (how 
to improve the results) 
and slide shows (how 


better to present them, or 
anything else, in a more 
interesting way). 

There is new software 
available for handling 
digital pictures and we 
thought we would start 
by looking at Picasa, the 
free software from 
Google, and move on 
from there as necessary. 

On-line banking was 
another topic of interest. 
There are options for

Brooklyn Thomas, Olli 
Thomas, Jack 
Broughton and Matthew 
Rees - all achieved the 
gold standard as they 
continued to rise to the 
targets laid before them. 

With solid numbers 
in both of the Cadet cat¬ 
egories, it was decided 
to give each its own 
race.

T he perfect man 
drives an Audi, 
earns £48,000 a 
year and is six foot tall, 
according to 2,000 
British women polled by 
clothing company 
Austin Reed. 

No better time then to 
test the Audi A1 hatch¬ 
back, which despite its 
diminutive size will 
accommodate taller 
motorists. But m have to 
pretend about fulfilling 
the other criteria, ladies. 

The test model finished 
in Samoa orange with a 
strikingly contrasting grey 
roof is the entry level five- 
door 1.6-litre TDi Sport. 
It’s an eye-catching exam¬ 
ple, which seems to 
appeal to the girls in the 
office. 

Traditionally, if you 
were in the market for a 
small car then you would 
have to forsake luxury and 
instead be grateful for 
your Ford Fiesta or VW 
Polo. 

Therefore it is with 
great pleasure that you 
step inside the suave and 
sophisticated A1 with its 
high quality finish. 
Interestingly it does bor¬ 
row much from the VW 
Polo. 

It really feels as if it fits 
hke a glove. The driver 
sits in what is not that far 
removed from a bucket 
seat and it is just the type 
of setting that my tem¬ 
peramental back craves. 

My only criticism is 
that the diesel unit is noisy 
from outside and slightly 
audible from inside at low 
speeds. But you quickly

forget about that on listen¬ 
ing to your favourite radio 
station through the Bose 
speakers. 

This is the first time 
I’ve driven an Audi and I 
am impressed with the 
slick gear changes and the 
perfect driving position. 
Never mind that this is the 
entry-level model it beats 
many much more expen¬ 
sive competitors in terms 
of look and feel. 

Audi hkes its chrome, 
which is refreshing in an 
age when manufacturers 
seem to be cutting back on 
such extravagance. 
Starting on the bonnet 
with the four rings and the 
grille the chrome theme 
continues inside where it 
is liberally sprinkled 
around the 360 degree 
turning air vents and cen¬ 
tre dials. 

This helps to create 
something rather special 
and a thoroughly enjoy¬ 
able driver’s car. I do like 
the stitched leather steer¬ 
ing wheel. 

A great many vehicles 
today seem to have six 
speed manual gearboxes 
and so it is shghtly sur¬ 
prising that the Audi only 
has five. 

However, this little 
German consistently 

returns more than 55mpg 
over the course of the test, 
helped by automatic stop 
start. I wonder whether a 
sixth gear might push this 
over the 60mpg mark. 

My daughter’ 

pushchair fits in the boot 
but the rear is a little 


cramped, making it better 
suited to children. 

The centre front arm¬ 
rest is a useful addition on 
long journeys when few 
gear changes are made. 
For town centre driving 
this can be easily raised. 

Who would have 
thought that you could 
reinvent the rear 
wash/wipe? But Audi has 
by fitting the washer noz¬ 
zle to the actual wind¬ 
screen wiper. 

When engaged, the jet 
of water that is projected 
across the screen creates 
an eye-catching feature. 

And the built-in indica¬ 
tors on the wing mirrors 
are helpful from a safety 
point of view for other 
motorists while also 
adding to the overall style. 

Parkers, the car experts, 
say: “A small Audi is big 
news in the car world. 
Signalling the brand’s first 
ever head-to-head battle 


with Mini - a car made by 
Audi’s arch enemy, BMW 
- the new A1 takes a very 
different, grown-up 
approach. Thanks to 
being well-built, efficient, 
a stylish hatchback, and 
cheap to run the Audi A1 
1.6 TDi SE scooped the 
Parkers Cost of Motoring 
Award for the Small 
Hatchback category in 
2011 .” 

The Audi A1 picked up 
another award this year, 
winning the Carbuyer 
Luxury Small Car of the 
Year 2012. 

I suspect more awards 
will follow too, because it 
really is an engaging httle 
number, which would 
make an ideal second car 
for a well-heeled family.

OFT 
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So near, yet so far (again) but now 
comes the real Test of character 



A fter the 27-19 first Test defeat 
to Australia in Brisbane, stand-in 
head coach, Robert Howley, 
frankly conceded that his Welsh team 
had been found wanting by the game’s 
speed and intensity - ^‘which was at a 
level we hadn't played at for some time’\ 
This was confirmed by skipper Sam 
Warburton, who said ruefully: ^^The first half 
was played at a great pace - the quickest I have 
played in, and we struggled to keep up.” 

Before Saturday’s second test at the Etihad 
stadium in Melbourne, they were confident that 
Wales would not get ‘caught by surprise’ again. 

They knew that this time they needed to meet 
the predictable Wallaby onslaught head-on 
from the outset, nullify the threat of danger 
man Will Genia, and cut out the frustrating, 
basic errors that had proved so costly at 
Brisbane, if they were to have any realistic 
chance of finally overcoming the Tri-Nations 
champions on their own turf. 

In the event, they succeeded with the first two 
objectives, but ultimately failed with the third, 
as a familiar combination of careless indisci¬ 
pline and tactical naivety at vital moments saw 
an historic victory agonisingly snatched away 
from them at the death - and with it went hopes 
of winning the three-Test series Down Under. 

Yet it had all begun so well. Last week, this 
column noted that Wales would have to sub¬ 
stantially raise the pace and precision of their 
game - all, they cannot afford to be 

caught cold again and will need to hit the ground 
running in Melbourne”. 

To their absolute credit, and in a complete 
reversal of the first test, this recharged young 
Welsh side did just that, putting their vaunted 
opponents under intense physical pressure 
straight from the kick-off, and racing seven 
points up inside three minutes. 

Wing George North, happily back in the fold 
after having had to depart the field with a ‘dead 
leg’ in the first Test, muscled his way over near 
the uprights for a try that any beefy forward 
would have been proud of! 

It was converted by Leigh Halfpenny, who 
would again be coolness personified in his per¬ 
sonal kicking duel with Wallaby outside-half 
Berrick Barnes. 

The latter replied with two penalties in quick 
succession, as Australia fought back to within a 
point, and then converted an ominously-effort- 
less, defence-splitting try by centre Rob Horne, 
to ease his team into the lead for the first time 
at 13-7 just before the interval. 


The second half began, as had the first, with a 
try for Wales when Jonathan Davies followed 
up a fiykick ahead by fellow centre Ashley Beck 
after Genia, of all people, threw out a wayward 
pass in midfield. 

This, too, was converted by the immaculate 
Halfpenny, to regain the lead at 14-13; but 
Wales almost immediately lost it again to the 
boot of Barnes, after the tourists were penalised 
- only for Halfpenny to step up and land anoth¬ 
er penalty - to which Barnes responded with his 
fourth successful kick to edge his team into a 
19-17 lead! 

With the Welsh pack competing manfully up 
front - though old throw-in problems were re¬ 
surfacing in the lineout - and with the defence 
as a whole holding firm, Australia were reduced 
to 14 men for ten minutes on the hour, when 
Leigh Halfpenny was recklessly taken out in the 
air by burly wing Cooper Vuna. 

Unlike the unfortunate Sam Warburton, 
whose controversial red card in New Zealand 
arguably cost Wales a place in the Rugby World 
Cup Final, Vuna received only a yellow card (he 
was cited by the match commissioner for a dan¬ 
gerous tackle, but no further action was taken). 

Despite being badly shaken, the Blues man 
picked himself up and promptly landed the 
resulting 40-yard penalty which gave his team a 
one-point lead. 

The breathless seesaw duel continued as 
Australia clawed back the lead three minutes 
later with another Barnes’ penalty, only for the 
lead to change yet again, as Halfpenny landed 


his third penalty, to once more inch his team 
one precious point ahead at 23-22. 

When a hobbling Barnes then missed a simple 
penalty kick, the gutsy Welsh defensive effort 
seemed destined to be rewarded at last with an 
epic victory over the number two team in the 
world. 

As the final minutes ticked away, they knew 
that all they had to do was stay tight and, above 
all, keep the ball! 

However, the drama was not over yet, as with 
with seconds to go, Wales’ outside half 
Priestland opted to boot it downfield. 

Heartbreak was to follow as the more street¬ 
wise Wallaby pack did what the Welsh forwards 
should have done, and wrapped up the ball in a 
driving maul from a line-out, forcing a Welsh 
infringement which saw replacement Mike 
Harris step up to land the mind-crushing penal¬ 
ty that dashed the cup from Welsh lips. 

The anti-climactic 25-23 defeat settled the 
series, with now only Welsh pride to play for in 
the third test this Saturday in Sydney. 

Nevertheless, it is fervently to be hoped that 
the shattered players who, to a man, had given 
their all for the cause, can raise themselves for 
one last heroic effort - and finally claim that 
elusive Tri Nations’ scalp, which still remains 
just out of finger-tip reach. 

It will be this developing young team’s ultimate 
test of character, and victory would be fiting com¬ 
pensation for the loss of the series, as they return 
home with their heads held high.

Cardiff & Vale Schools Middle track 
& field championships round-up 


TWO Vale pupils 
added their names 
to the list of ‘cham¬ 
pionship best per¬ 
formers’ when they 
competed at the 
Cardiff & the Vale 
of Glamorgan 
Schools middle 
(under-17) track & 
field championships 
(CVSC) for pupils 
in years 10 and 11 
at Cardiff 
International 
Sports Stadium 
recently. 

In the third track 
event of the afternoon, 
Tom Williams 
(Stanwell), the 2011 
Welsh Schools 100 
metres champion, 
showed his good form in 
a 200 metres heat, 
storming around the 
track to register, with the 
help of a 3.7 metres per 
second following wind, 
an electronic time of 
22.60 seconds - the first 
occasion that photofinish 
has been used at this fix¬ 
ture. 

That clipped 0.3 of a 
second off the previous 
mark set by Sion 
Edwards (YG Glantaf) 
in 1989. 

Tom was slower in 
the final, which he also 
won. 

In the second half of 
the meeting, he complet¬ 
ed a sprint double by 
winning the 100 metres, 
but he was pushed very 
hard in that event by his 
Barry & Vale Harriers 
team-mate Matthew 
Collins (Barry 
Comprehensive). 

The second champi¬ 
onship best came close 
to the end of the after¬ 
noon. Tillie Carter (Bryn 
Hafren) had won the 
under-15 1,500 metres 
walk in 2011. 

Now in year 10, she 
competed over 2,000 
metres in the walk for 
the first time, and 
clocked a very encourag¬ 
ing 12 minutes, 50.49 to 
hack more than 17 sec¬ 
onds off the 1999 time 
of 13:07.7, which was 
set by Lisa Munn (St 
Cyres). 

In addition to Tom 
Williams, four more 
Vale pupils - two boys 
and two girls - enjoyed 
double success by win¬ 
ning two titles. 

Stanwell year-11 
Matteo Holmes has been 
a regular throws winner 
at CAVC since 2010. He 
might well have been 
hoping for a repeat of 
the three titles in the 
long throws that he 
notched up in year-9, 
but, with the javelin not 
going so well this sum¬ 
mer, he had to settle for 
retaining his hammer 
crown (43.20) and tak¬ 
ing the discus title 
(34.56). 

Talented 

sprinter/jumper George 
Griffiths, having won the 
under-15 100, 80 hurdles 
and long jump last sum¬ 
mer, confined his activi¬ 
ties to three field events. 

He chalked up wins in 
the long jump (6.01) and 
triple jump (12.03), but. 


like Matteo Holmes, had 
to settle for second spot 
in his third event, the 
shot. 

Experienced high 
jumper/pentathlete 
Annabel Curie can feel 
pleased with her double. 
The Cowbridge year-10 
took the high jump with 
an encouraging 1.55 
metre-leap, and won the 
heat and final to claim 
the 80 metres hurdles. 

The fourth ‘double 
winner’ was St Richard 
Gwyn year-10 Emily 
Gillard, who won the 
discus (18.73) and 
javelin (30.29) at her 
first attempt. 

Six other Vale pupils 
gained an individual 
title. Matthew Collins 
won the 400 metres 
comfortably in 52.52 
seconds, a time which 
suggests that he can 
break the 50 second 
mark later in the season. 

Bro Morgannwg 
pupils won the pole 
vault and 3,000 metres; 
George Connelly taking 
the vault with a clear¬ 
ance of 3.10 metres, and 
Dafydd George claiming 
a debut win over 3,000 
metres (9:58.64). 

The Cowbridge duo 
of Joe Gaughan and 
Jessica Jaques also made 
their mark. Joe claimed 
top spot in the shot with 
a best put of 12.17 
metres, while year-11 
Jessica Jaques won the

Last year, Elbe 
Atkinson (Llantwit) was 
only third in the under- 
15 final in a time of 
5:36.95.
